The federal Department of 
Agri­ 
culture has made public the result of 
its annual survey on boll weevil con­ 
ditions. 
The boll weevil is always a 
factor to be considered in the grow­ 
ing of cotton. 
An analysis of the government re ­ 
port might create the impression that 
the boll weevil infestation 
will

heavier this year than it was in 1926. 
We are reminded that temperatures 
in the cotton belt

winter were unusualy mild,

ils actually in hibernation.

Shielded Units, Ready for 
Use, Make Construe* 
tion Easier. 


Two or three years ago most ra­ 
dio circuits were built from the parts 
of many or several different manu­ 
factures. To find all of the essentials 
in one radio Rtore was a fortunate 
occurrence. 
Frequently the experi­ 
menter had to search far and wide 
to get even substitute parts that 
worked nearly as well as those spe­ 
cified by the designer of the circuit. 
This will be the year of complete 
kits. 
No longer does one have to 
shop here, there and everywhere be­ 
fore he can even start to build his 
receiver. 
Moat Kits Now Complete. 
Today nine out of ten kits can 
be got complete, with each part care­ 
fully designed and co-ordinated with 
every other part for best operation 
of the completed receiver. 
Almost 
every kit is accompained by an ade­ 
quate instruction booklet. Many of the 
manufacturers suggest the wire har­ 
ness or complete coloreode method of 
wiring. 
In many instances the cable 
is printed in color in the booklet 
•howlng Just where each wire goes. 
The general tendency of the de­ 
signers of this year's kits is thor­ 
oughly to shield the radio frequency 
side of the set to Increase selectivity 
and decrease the local noise pick up. 
Usually the number of tuned radio fre­ 
quency stages is Increased to three. 
' The slight loss in signal strength 
through 
absorption 
losses 
In 
the 
shielding is then more than recovered. 
It is obvious, also, that the trap circuit 
effect of tlie additional stage will give 
the oj>erator tremendous aid In break­ 
ing through locals for distance. 
The addition of the extra stage of 
radio frequency has made some means 
of oscillation control necessary in this 


year’s kit. 
This may take the form 
of special circuits, such as the nsutrh- 
dyne or mechanically or manually op­ 
erated controls. 
The last-named is 
popular and usually takes the form of 
a variable high resistance rheostat 
in series with the plate supply of 
one or more of the radio frequency 
tubes. 
This method has been Im­ 
proved somewhat In some models of 
the new kits by addition of a choke 
coll and condenser in conjunction with 
the rheostat for smoothness and ease 
of control. 
Individual Complete Unite. 
Several years ago the first tuned 
radio frequency amplifiers were tuned 
by varying the coupling of one or more 
of the transformer primaries In re­ 
lation to their secondaries. This con­ 
trol la coming back this year and 
several nationally exploited kits will 
contain this circuit. 
Another popular system of R. F. 
control Is exemplified In many of the 
new kits. 
A now prominent radio 
manufacturer conceived the idea of 
placing his radio 
frequency trans­ 
former adjacent to the metal and 
plates of the variable condensers. His 
theory was that the higher frequencies 
would suffer greater losses than those 
at a higher wave length and that 
fairly uniform amplification would re­ 
sult over the entire broadcast band. 
It worked and worked well. 
This 
method is today probably the most 
popular of the various oscillation con­ 
trols mentioned. 
Another 
five-year-old 
Idea 
being 
used today la that of the Individu­ 
ally complete unit type of kit. That 
Is, it is possible to purchase a com­ 
plete stage of rudlo frequency, a de­ 
tector circuit or an audio amplifier 
mounted and ready for wiring. 
Most 
of these units, particularly in the 
case of the R. F. units, are completely 
shielded. 
In this case the radio fre­ 
quency stages may be built up as high 
as four in many of the new kits with­ 
out undesirable oscillation becoming 
evident. The advantages of flexibility 
and ease of construction of this sys­ 
tem are obvious. 


Short Waves Solution 
of Chaotic Condition 
Short waves are the solution of the 
present chaotic condition confronting 
broadcasting, says Powel Crosley, Jr. 
It will be a matter of only a few 
months until many powerful broad­ 
casting stations will he transmitting 
programs on short waves. 
Some sta 
tlons are at present transmitting pro­ 
grams on the lower xvave bands, in ad­ 
dition to tbeir normal ones, and are 
being heard consistently at great dis­ 
tances. 
Atmospheric disturbances do 
not affect reception on the lower wave­ 
lengths, to the same extent as found 
In the present band, and It Is unques­ 
tionably true that clearer reception on 
the lower 
wave-lengths 
is possible 
when interference Is encountered ou 
the present hand. 
The present over-crowded broadcast­ 
ing wave bund is due to the fact that 
there are only 88 available wave chan­ 
nels between 210 and 540 meters, and 
It can be readily seen that an enor­ 
mous expansion can be made when It 
ia realized that between 10 and 100 
meters there are some 2,008 wave­ 
lengths that can be used, epaciug, aa 
has been the practice, 10 kilocycles 
apart. 
This means that a very large 
lucrease can be made in broadcasting 
statlous and that each station may 
have an individual wave-length. 
Broadcasting ou a short wave-length, 
as well as the present 422.8 meters, 
will be a regular feature of the Croa* 
ley WLW superpower station in Cin­ 
cinnati. 
There will be many more 
statlous broadcasting on short waves 
as the audience iucreasea and real­ 
ises the clearness of reception on the 
lower band. 
Reallziug 
the tremendous impor­ 
tance of this new low-wave transmis­ 
sion, W. IL Bruce, Jr., consulting en­ 
gineer of the United States signal 
corps, has Invented a new unit which 
will make it possible to receive low- 
wave broadcasting from 40 to 200 me­ 
ters with any type of vacuum tube re­ 
ceiver, this making unnecessary the 
obsolescence of the 5,000,000 sets now 
tn use.

It, too, con­ 
sists of a series of audion circuits 
with changes made to accommodate 
added equipment necessary to main­ 
tain the receiver in hulauce. 
The superheterodyne, which sprang 
into popularity along with the tuned 
radio frequency type, also goes hack 
to the audion and the regenerative. 
These two are combined with long or 
short wave radio frequency amplifica­ 
tion to the point where great selectiv­ 
ity and volume result. In some cases 
tuned radio frequency amplification 
has been added to improve the re­ 
ceiver. 


Few Changes Have Been 
Made in Radio Circuits 
Unlike the various electrical instru­ 
ments they represeut, circuits used in 
radio receiver construction have shown 
no great basic change since the wire­ 
less art emerged from the laboratory 
stage. 
There have beeu elaborations aud 
Improvements without end, but a dia­ 
gram of the modern receiver shows 
that It is surprisingly similar to the 
earliest models. 
In fact the method 
of coupling the circuit of one tube to 
that of another is practically the sume 
today as It was when tubes were first 
devised. Other sections of the hookup 
have changed only in keeping with 
the increasing number of tubes and 
other apparatus. * 
One of the circuits first to become 
popular with the home-building en- 
thusiust was the regenerative. It had 
numerous variations. It still Is In ex­ 
istence In the modern receiver, al- 
rhougli somewhat disguised. It Is now 
preceded, as a rule, with a step of 
r.uned radio frequency amplification, 
retaining all of Its advantages with 
added selectivity.

Believes That Shadow 
Is Conductor of Waves 
Describing experiments to test his 
theory that shadow Is the conductor 
of radio waves, Alvin J. Mussel man, 
radio engineer, says that “ether la sim­ 
ply an arbitrary uume for something 
that cannot be seen, weighed or meas­ 
ured. 
On the other hand, It le easy 
to visualize darkness. 
Darkness acts 
as the real carrier of radio and other 
waves."

Common colds result from the birds 
becoming wet or chilled because of 
poor housing, quick changes In weath­ 
er or cracks In the house permitting 
a draft to blow on the birds. 
One of 
the signs of this disease is a discharge 
from the noee. 
Any bird so affected 
should be Immediately removed from 
the flock, states Doctor Kaupp, be­ 
cause the discharge will contaminate 
the drinking water and give the dis­ 
ease to the other birds. 
In the case 
of colds, the nose should be cleared 
out by syringing with a 10 per cent 
solution of argyrol or a purple solu­ 
tion of permanganate of potash. In the 
case of roup where there is a stinking 
discharge, pure Iodine should be used 
In the syringe and the bird treated 
morning and night until cured. 
Weak pullets come from crowding 
In the summer and they must have 
proper feed and care In the laying 
pens.

CARING FOR COW 
AT CALVING TIME 


Many of the complications and losses 
which occur in connection with calv­ 
ing can be prevented by taking a few 
precautions, 
asserts 
Fred 
Gauntt, 
herdsman for the college of agricul­ 
ture, Rutgers university. 
Let the cow be dry from four to six 
weeks before calving, to give her a 
rest and prepare her for the next lac- 
tatioQ period. 
Ten days before calving time put 
her In a clean, roomy box-stall that 
has heen thoroughly disinfected and 
supplied with plenty of bedding. 
The 
ration 
should be light and 
bulky, containing two parta of bran 
and two parts of ground oata with 
one part of linseed oil meal and about 
> two tublespoonfuls of a good live-stock 
tonic. 


At calving time keep a close watch 
on the animal. 
If the cow needs help, 
cars should be taken that the person 
in charge first thoroughly washes his 
hands in warm water which contains 
some good disinfectant, such as lysol, 
and soap. 
After birth see that the 
calfs throat is cleaned of mucus and 
that breathing Is started. 
With an ordinary pair of scissors 
cut the naval cord and disinfect with 
iodine. 
Give the new calf colostrum 
milk (the cow’s first milk) as soon as 
possible from a 10-ounce nursing bot­ 
tle with nipple attached, as this milk 
is nature’s disease preventive. Next 
remove any cold drinking water from 
the stall and give the cow warm water 
to drink. 
After four to five hours give the 
cow a hot sloppy bran mash, blanket 
her and leave her. 
If after forty-eight honrs the pla 
centa has not appeared it should be 
removed, but only by an experienced 
person.

CARING FOR COW 
AT CALVING TIME 


Many of the complications and losses 
which occur in connection with calv­ 
ing can be prevented by tAktng a few 
precautions, 
asserts 
Fred 
Gauntt. 
herdsman for the college of agricul­ 
ture, Rutgers university. 
Let the cow be dry from four to six 
weeks before calving, to give her a 
rest and prepare her for the next lac­ 
tation period. 
Ten days before calving time put 
her In a clean, roomy box-stall that 
has heeu thoroughly disinfected and 
supplied with plenty of bedding. 
The 
ration 
should 
be light 
end 
bulky, containing two purts of bran 
and two parts of ground oats with 
one part of linseed oil meal and about 
two tablespoonfuls of a good live-stock 
tonic. 


At calving time keep a close watch 
on the animal. 
If the cow needs help, 
care should be taken that the person 
in charge first thoroughly washes his 
hands In warm water which contains 
aome good disinfectant, such as lysol, 
and aoap. 
After birth see that the ! 
calfs throat Is cleaned of mucus and * 
that breathing Is started. 
With an ordinary pair of scissors 
cut the naval cord and disinfect with ; 
Iodine. 
Give the new calf colostrum 
milk (the cow’s first milk) as soon as 
possible from a 16-ounce nursing hot j 
tie with nipple attached, as this milk 
Is nature’s disease preventive. Next 
remove any cold drinking water from 
the stall and give the cow warm water 
to drink. 
After four to five hours give the 
cow a hot sloppy bran mash, blankei 
her and leave her.

ON APPLE PEST 


(Prsparsd by the Untted State« D epartm ent 
of A griculture.) 
The oriental peach moth, which at* 
tacks chiefly young growing twigs and 
ripening fruit, Is a new and serious 
pest of peaches, quinces, and other 
fruits, says the United States D epart­ 
ment of Agriculture. 
As yet no one 
cultural practice or Insecticide has 
been found which will control this 
insect. 
Nicotine sulphate sprays, while kill­ 
ing some of the eggs, are not a satis­ 
factory remedy. Certain other measures 
employed likewise give only partial re* 
lief. 
Investigators in the bureau of 
entomology of the departm ent and Ht 
several state agricultural experiment 
stations are endeavoring to find a sat- 
factory method of controlling the pest. 
The oriental peach moth Is attacked 
by many parasites, and In their use 
lies a strong possibility of successful 
control. 
The rapid and extensive spread of 
the Insect Is attributed chiefly to ship­ 
ments of Infested fruit and nursery 
trees bearing overwintering larvae in 
cocoous. 
The pest is thought to have 
been introduced into this country from 
Japan about 1913, but Its original 
home is not known. 
In some localities In Connecticut, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Maryland, 
Delaware, Virginia and the District 
of Columbia, late peaches and quinces 
have for several years hud iufe3ta- 
tlons running us high as 75 to 100 per 
cent wormy fruit. 
Departm ent Circular 395-C, “The 
Oriental Peach Moth," contains a de­ 
scription of the insect and also con­ 
siderable Information relative to Its 
distribution. Injury to fruit trees, as 
well as other data.

Spreaders Do Not Help 
Efficiency of Sprays 
Glue, calcium caseinate and soaps 
of various kinds used as “spreaders*1 
in common spray mixtures employed 
against the Insect pests and diseases 
of apples failed to give any appreci­ 
able Increase in the killing efficiency 
of the sprays in tests carried on by the 
entomologists at the New York State 
Experiment station at Geneva. 
This 
statem ent is made by the station en­ 
tomologist In a report on the work of 
the station for the past year. The re­ 
port Is avalluhie for free distribution 
to all those interested. 
"No 
appreciable 
Improvement 
in 
the killing efficiency of common spray 
mixtures was derived from the Incor­ 
poration of such m aterials," says the 
station eutoinologlst with reference to 
"spreaders." 
“Theoretical considera­ 
tions suggest the desirability of addtng 
calcium caseinate to the lime-sulphur 
and lead arsenate spray as a means of 
avoiding certain undesirable chemical 
reactions. 
The casein m aterial also 
serves a very useful purpose In the 
preparation of such sprays as sulphur 
suspensions and lubricating oil emul­ 
sions." 
The report also touches on many 
other lines of work having to do with 
the control of Insect pests of fruit and 
vegetables, 
and 
on 
the 
numerous 
other activities of the station research 
workers.

Field experiments In control 
are under way at the Bentonvllle

of ovlcldal and larvlddal materials. 
Questions relating to the quantity of 
spray residue on fruit at harvest time 
are being studied

An apple ferment has 
been found to be the best bait mate­ 
rial of those tried, though a ferment 
of molasses and yeast is also good.

At the Sligo (Md.) laboratory the 
feeding habits of the codllng-moth lar­ 
vae are being studied, espedally those 
Just hatched. The development of in­ 
secticides other than arsenicals is be­ 
ing attempted. 


Variety of Apple Trees 
Changed by Top-Working 
"Apple tree varieties may easily be 
changed If the grower wishes to fol­ 
low directions and use a lltle care In 
his work,” says Prof. G. W. Peck of 
the New York State College of Agri­ 
culture at Ithaca. 
“The undesirable Ben Davis may be 
top-worked with some variety of real 
quality, such as McIntosh or Spy. 
Grafting may also be used to get an­ 
other variety of fruit on an Isolated 
plum or pear which does not bear be­ 
cause of lack of pollination. 
“Any one may graft fruit success­ 
fully If he will take well-matured one- 
year-old terminal growths from known 
bearing trees, keep the scions dor­ 
mant, graft when growth Is Just start­ 
ing, and be sure that the growing or 
cambium tissues of the stock and (he 
scion come In contact so as to Insure 
■ union.” 
Failures of grafts may often be laid 
to the neglect of the grower to be 
sure about this union, and another 
Important potnt Is the careful placing 
of wax over all cut surfaces Immedi­ 
ately after the graft la placed. This is 
to keep the cut from drying out. For 
best results, scions should be eet 
within a few days at a time when the 
first leaves of the tree become from a 
quarter to half an Inch long. Warm 
weather ahould be selected for the 
Job. 


Parasite of Gypsy Moth 
The Department of Agriculture haa 
recently Introduced Into the United 
States a parasite of the gypsy moth 
which is particularly promising. This 
Insect Is called Compsllura conclnnata 
Melgen.

Long-Row Garden 
Big Labor Saver 


Greatly Increases Amount of 
Vegetables One Man Can 
Tend Properly. 


One of the things that helps the 
American farm er produce half of the 
world's food supply with one-tenth of 
the world’s man power Is the long-row 
vegetable garden, says B. L. W eaver of 
the olericulture division, college of 
agriculture, University of Illinois. 
"The chief Item in vegetable produc-, 
tlon is man labor. 
Long rows spaced ( 
to allow the use of horse or tractor- [ 
drawn 
tools 
greatly 
Increases the 
amount of vegetables that one man can 
tend properly. 
If god strips are left 
at the ends of farm gardens, almost 
all hand labor may be eliminated. For 
the small, long-row garden the wheel 
hoe will greatly facilitate cultivation. 
Enthuslaem Lacking. 
"Accustomed to out-of-door tasks, 
the farm er lacks the enthusiasm that 
his city brother manifests in garden­ 
ing. The farm er is Inclined to look 
upon the garden as a necessary evil, 
and often confines It to a poorly 
chosen site of inadequate area, and 
leaves the care of It to the wife. The 
value of a garden should give It the 
best site available and an area suffi­ 
cient to supply the needs of the fam­ 
ily throughout the season. 
"In a Missouri experiment with a 
large and a small garden, over a three- 
year period, net yearly average re­ 
turns were: for the large garden, one- 
fourth acre. $184.17; for the small gar­ 
den, one-twentieth acre, $47.28. 
On 
the basis of man labor, these gardens 
paid $1.70 and $1.68 respectively for 
every hour spent in their care.

Adequate Plan Essential. 
“The best results cannot be ob­ 
tained without an adequate plan for 
the garden operations. Such a plau 
Is given In Circular 278 of the college 
of agriculture, University of Illinois. 
Approximate planting dates, the kinds 
and varieties to use, the amounts of 
seed required, and a detailed plan are 
given. By a little study, the plan may 
he adapted to gardens of varying size 
and shape. 
"Variety selection, companion and 
succession cropping, good seed and 
good plants, soil fertility, cultivation, 
and Insect and disease control are all 
factors in the making of a productive 
long-row garden on the farm or the 
city lot. Neglect of one or more of 
the fuetors mentioned will decrease 
the productivity of the garden. A good 
rite, a good season, plus a little study 
and work assures a garden that one 
can be proud of.” 


Some Vegetables Should 
Be Sown Early in Spring 
The seed of certain kinds of vege­ 
tables ahould be eown early In the 
spring for best results, states W. T 
Mscoun, Canadian horticulturist. One 
should be prepared to begin opera­ 
tions In the garden as soon as the 
soil Is dry enough.

Packs of ravaging coyotes moving in 
army formations have herded e hun­ 
dreds of deer into the snow-filled val­ 
leys along the western slope of 
the 
Continental 
Divide, 
outside 
the 
boundary of 
Glacier National Park, 
during the winter months. They have 
starved and 
slaughtered 
quite 
a 
goodly percentage of 
their 
quarry 
too. 
Forest rangers 
sent 
out by 
the 
Montana state game commission pa­ 
trolled this section on 
snow 
shoes, 
killing many of the wolves and sav­ 
ing most of the trapped deer. 
The frantic deer stripped most of 
the smaller trees and bushes of 
all 
avaliable forage, being forced to stay 
in small areas, unable to escape 
to 
better forage on account of the deep 
snow and attacking coyotes. 
The cordons of coyotes held them 
penned in so that the 
wolves 
were 
able to feast upon those that 
finally 
died of starvation. 
During the early 
part of March 
considerable 
relief 
work was done by thé rangers 
driv­ 
ing off the coyotes and hauling hay 
to the deer on dog sledges. This re­ 
lief work was carried on over a wide 
front in the 
Flathead, 
Big 
Creek, 
North Fork and Blackfeet Forest re­ 
gions. 
Forest Rangers Harry Thol, M. B. 
Mendhall and Roy Hutchison recently 
returned from a four weeks’ 
snow- 
shoe trip up the South Fork River as 
far as Big Prairie. 
They found 
a 
herd of 500 deer a t Dry Park, 
sur­ 
rounded by as many coyotes. 
These 
rangers immediately started back in­ 
to that country with dog sledges 
to 
feed hay to the 
deer 
until 
spring 
melts the snow sufficiently 
to allow 
the animals to escape and get 
their 
natural feed again. 
They will scat­ 
ter poison on deer carcsases 
to kill 
the feasting coyotes. 
This hay will 
be hauled 
on 
the 
dog sledges from Spotted Bear 
and 
Elk Park ragner stations 
where 
a 
large quantity was stored last fall. 
The rangers report the elk in the 
South Fork are not 
suffering more 
than usual and many pictures taken 
prove these animals are in no serious 
condition. 
The elk are 
larger and 
stranger than the deer and can reach 
forage and are 
more able to 
plow 
through the deep snow in search 
of 
forage. They also are better able to 
withstand the attacks of the preda-

OST of us have cherished the 
possession of an album of auto­ 
graphs of relatives and friends, but 
when it coiues to such treasures the 
state of New Mexico claims to possess 
the largest, and no doubt the oldest, 
autograph album In all America If not 
in all the world. 
Known locally us El Morro and sit­ 
uated near the town of Wingate, it 
now Is one of Uncle Sum’s nutlonal 
monuments.

Certain Trees of Low Value 
Should Be Cut. 


H arvest time In the farm woodlot 
la here. W inter is the logical time for

Sweet Clover Harmful 
in the Alfalfa Fields 
Farm ers who wish to sell a good 
quality of alfalfa seed cannot afford 
to allow sweet clover plants to remain 
in the crop. 
A few hours or days 
spent in removing these plants will be 
well repaid In the price received for 
alfalfa seed. The plants can he pulled 
or cut below the 
surface 
of 
the 
ground. Most buyers of seed object to 
the presence of sweet clover in al­ 
falfa and a snrnll amount of it may re­ 
sult in rejected 
shipments, loss of 
sales aud various items of expense. 
Buyers of certified seed expect to 
receive good seed and not a mixture. 
Sweet clover is a hindrance to the 
production of superior alfalfa seed.

Facta for Poultrymen 
Found in Expérimenta 
Extensive Investigations in breed­

Can Be Made Into Concen­ 
trated Product for Poul* 
try and Hogs.

Surplus skim milk at creameries 
and city milk plants can be made ' 
into a concentrated product suitable 
for poultry and hog feeding, says the 
United States Department of Agri- j 
culture. 
Improved methods of sour­ 
ing 
and 
concentrating 
skim 
milk, 
developed by the bureau of dairy in­ 
dustry, make it possible to manufac­ 
ture a product that will keep without 
spoiling, thus overcoming the chief 
difficulty experienced in the past In 
using skim milk in this way. The 
method is described in department 
circular 404 C, Just issued and now 
ready for distribution. 
Special Culture Used. 
Concentrated skim milk must have 
an acidity high enough to keep it 
from spoiling. The ordinary lactic 
bacteria In milk do not produce suf­ 
ficient acidity for this purpose. In 
the new 
method a special culture 
which 
develops a 
high 
acidity 
is 
used. 
By 
this method the bureau 
has been able to develop an acidity in 
concentrated skim milk of 6 per cent, 
which is sufficient to keep the produot 
indefinitely without appreciable change. 
Many 
concerns are 
now 
making 
poultry and hog feed from skim milk 
concentrated 
by 
these 
Improved 
methods. 
The product usually sells 
from 3 cents a pound at the fac­ 
tory 
when 
sold in 
car lots to 4 
cents in small packages. No difficulty 
has been experienced in disposing of 
large quantities, either to poultrymen 
and hog raisers In the vicinity of the 
plant or to Jobbers who specialize In 
poultry feeds. 
Estimated Cost of Production. 
At an estimated production cost of 
l lA cents per pound for the product, 
a price of 3 cents at the factory 
would net about 25 cent« per hundred 
for skim milk, and at 4 cents the re­ 
turn would he about 58 cents. Aa a 
means of disposing of surplus skim 
milk tlds product has certain ad­ 
vantages, says the bureau of dairy 
Industry. It is a staple product with 
an established market. It can be made 
at any season of the year and stored 
to supply a uniform demand, or It can 
be sold to Jobbers whenever a suffi­ 
cient quantity for shipment has ac­ 
cumulated.

Three Good Methods of 
Treating Oats for Smut 
Three methods of treating seed oats 
for control of smut have been suggest­ 
ed.

The solution is ap­

with a blanket or canvas for two or 
three hours. 
After the seed has been 
spread to dry, h should be sown as 
soon as possible to avoid injury to 
germination. 
Iu the dry method, 1 pint of formal­ 
dehyde is diluted in 10 gallons of wa­ 
ter. 
This being a stronger solution, 
only I pint per busliei Is required and 
may be spread with a vapor sprayer, 
after which the grain is covered for 
two hours and then spread to dry. 
The dust treatm ent, though more ox- 
pensive, has an advantage Inasmuch 
as the grain may be treated at any 
time before seeding, without impair­ 
ing the germination. 
The dust is pre­ 
pared by thoroughly mixing and pul­ 
verizing together 2 pounds of cor­ 
rosive sublimate and 1 pound of cop­ 
per sulphate or blue stone, and dusted 
on, 3 ounces to each bushel of grain.

Farm ers who wish to sell a good 
quality of alfulfa seed cannot afford 
to allow sweet clover plant» to remain 
in the crop. 
A few hours or days 
spent In removing these plant* will be 
well repaid In the price received for 
alfalfa seed. The plant* can he pulled 
or cut below the 
surface 
of 
the 
ground. Most buyers of seed object to 
the presence of sweet clover In al 
falfa and a snwtll amount of It may re­ 
sult In rejected 
shipments, 
loss 
of 
»ales aud various items of expense. 
Buyers of certified seed expect to 
receive good seed aud not a mixture. 
Sweet clover is a hindrance to the 
production of superior alfalfa seed 
Through 
the extensive planting of 
sweet clover the seeds have become 
very general in the ground and it has 
become increasingly difficult to grow 
alfalfa without some sweet clover ap 
pearlng In the seed crop either from 
volunteer plants In the field or from 
handling 
the 
alfalfa 
after 
swest 
clover.

Surplus skim milk 
at creameries 
and city 
milk plants can be made J 
into a concentrated product suitable 
for poultry and hog feeding, says the 
United 
States D epartm ent of Agrl- i 
culture. 
Improved methods of sour­ 
ing 
and 
concentrating 
skim 
milk, 
developed by the bureau of dairy In , 
dustry, make It possible to tnanufac 
ture a product that will keep without | 
spoiling, 
thus overcoming the chief 
difficulty experienced in the past In 
using skim milk In this way. The 
method 
Is described In departm ent 
circular 404 C, Just Issued and now 
raady for distribution. 
Spscial Culture Used. 
Concentrated skim milk must have 
an aridity high enough to keep It 
from 
spoiling. 
T he ordinary lactic 
bacteria In milk do not produce suf­ 
ficient acidity for this purpose. In 
the 
new 
method 
a 
special culturs 
which 
develops 
a 
high 
acidity 
is 
used. 
By 
this 
method 
the 
bureau 
has been able to dsvelop an acidity In 
concentrated skim milk of ft per cent, 
which Is HUfficlent to keep the prodnot 
Indefinitely without appreciable change. 
Many 
concerns 
are 
now 
making 
poultry and hog feed from ski in milk 
concentrated 
by 
these 
Improved 
methods. 
The product usually sells 
from 3 cents a pound at the fac­ 
tory 
when 
sold 
In 
car 
lots 
to 4 
cents in small packages. No difficulty 
has been experienced in disposing of 
large quantities, either to poultrymen 
and hog raisers In the vicinity of the 
plant or to Jobbers who specialize In 
poultry feeds. 
Estimated Cost of Production. 
At an estim ated production cost of 
l lA cent* per pound for the product, 
a price of 3 cents at the factory 
would net about 25 cents per hundred 
for skim ndlk. and at 4 cents the re­ 
turn would he about 68 cents. As a 
means of disposing of surplus skim 
milk 
this product has certain 
ad 
vantages, says the bureau of dairy 
Industry. It Is a staple product with 
an established market. It can be made 
at any season of the year and stored 
to supply a uniform demand, or It can 
be sold to Jobbers whenever a suffl 
clent quantity for shipment has ac 
cumulated.

In experim ents with 
Rhode Island Beds aud Slugle Comb 
White Leghorns for Increased egg pro 
ductlon, there was a higher propor 
tlon of 200-egg records than during 
any previous year. 
Other experiments with poultry In 
volved chick 
mortality, 
hatchablllty 
and fertility of eggs, Inheritance of 
egg production, and various expert 
ments In feeding for egg production. 
In feeding te.*ts for egg production, It 
was found that omitting limestone, s 
shell-forming Ingredient, from the ra ­ 
tion, reduced egg production 50 per 
cent.

Soy Beans Are Better 
Protein Feed Than Com 
It Is usually a good practice to 
sow soy beans with corn when the 
,‘orn Is to be hogged off, because the 
bean supply 1» a better protein feed 
than corn. Hnd for this reason the 
soys are worth more than the corn 
lhay displace In the crop. 
From a 
»oil 
fertility 
standpoint 
the 
beans 
would not have a high value, though 
there might be some. 
It depends on 
conditions 
a 
good 
deal. 
On 
very 
poor land or land very low lu nltro 
gen and humus, the soys would have 
more value; but on good corn land 
which will grow 40 to 50 bushels of 
corn per acre, the beuus would be the 
most likely to have derived about all 
the nitrogen they contain from the 
»oil, and hence there would not be 
any new supply of nitrogen added to 
tha soil. 


Three Good Methods of 
Treating Oats for Smut 
Three methods of treating seed oats 
for control of smut have been suggest 
ed. 
In the formaldehyde treatm ent 
the grain is spread on a clean floor 
or canvas and sprinkled with a solu 
tlon of 1 pint of formaldehyde to 40 
gallons of water. 
The solution Is ap­ 
plied at the rate of three-fourths of a 
gallon to each bushel as the grain Is 
shoveled and then the pile covered 
with a blanket or canvas for two or 
three hours. 
After the seed has been 
spread to dry. It should he sown as 
soon as possible to avoid Injury to 
germination. 
In the dry method, 1 pint of formal 
dehyde Is diluted in 10 gallons of wa 
ter. 
This being a stronger solution 
only I pint per buslwsl Is required and 
may he »plead with a vapor spraysr 
after which the grain Is covered for 
two hours and then spread to dry. 
The dust treatm ent, though more ex 
pensive, has au advantage Inasmuch 
as the grain may he treated at any 
time before seeding 
without impair 
lug the germination. 
The dust Is pre­ 
pared by thoroughly mixing and pul­ 
verizing together 2 pounds of cor­ 
rosive sublimate and 1 pound of cop­ 
per sulphate or blue stone, aud dusted 
on, 8 ounces to each bushel of grain.
